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AMS seeks anti-cutbacks support 



A Student Movement Day, designed to 
raise students’ awareness of potential 
government cutbacks in funding for post¬ 
secondary education, has been organized 
by the Alma Mater Society for Feb. 23. 

The day-long event in the Student 
Union Building includes a debate on tui¬ 
tion fees at 12:30 p.m. in the East-West 
Lounge, workshops on street theatre and 
organizing, and a letter-writing competi¬ 
tion in the SUB Pub from 4:30 to 7 p.m. 

“Our main objective is to get people on 
campus involved in the anti-cutbacks cam¬ 
paign,” explains Bonnie Reineberg, a 
fourth-year Arts and Science student who 
is one of 20 members of a special AMS com¬ 
mittee now organizing a series of anti¬ 
cutbacks events. 

Planned are a lobby day at the B.C. pro¬ 
vincial legislature, a pamphleting cam¬ 
paign in the community and a mass rally 
at the legislature, all during the week of 
March 8 to 12 which has been declared a 
national week of protest against educa¬ 
tional funding cuts by student groups 
across Canada. 

Reineberg and Terry Johnson, another 
member of the anti-cutbacks team at UVic, 
feel many people have misinterpreted stu¬ 
dent protests against such things as engi¬ 
neering at UVic and higher tuition fees. 

“Students here would like to see a 
"Faculty of Engineering at UVic,” says 
Reineberg. “It’s just that we don’t like to 
see it come at the expense of other 
programs.” 

Johnson said while students realize 
funding for engineering will be separate 
from other operating funds at UVic at the 
beginning, “there is only so much money to 
go around and the money for engineering 
could be used to assist programs that are 
struggling now.” 

Students are not taking sides in the cur¬ 
rent conflict between the provincial and

federal governments about sharing the 
cost of funding for higher education, says 
Reineberg. “Students are being used as a 
pawn in a political game between the pro¬ 
vinces and the federal government.. 

“We are focussing more on the provin¬ 
cial government,” says Reineberg. “They 
must bargain for enough money for post¬ 
secondary education and must be held 
accountable for how that money is spent” 

On the issue of tuition fees, Reineberg 
says that most students now on campuses 
are not too concerned with a tuition hike of 
$100 or $150 for next year. 

“Most students now at university are 
the ones with the disposable income to 
afford university,” she says. It’s the ones at 
the very bottom of the economic scale at 
university and those who can’t afford to 
come here now who are being squeezed out. 

“Tuition fee increases per se won’t make 
the difference but when you add the 
increases in housing, food and books, and 
take into account that summer jobs are 
becoming scarcer, the cumulative effect 
can mean that some students won’t be able 
to come back to university and others will 
not be able to enrol in first year.” 

Reineberg believes it is important for 
students to approach the community at 
large for support in pressuring the govern¬ 
ments not to cut educational funding. 

“We must try to impress upon people 
that it is within their best interests to sup¬ 
port universities,” she says. “Many people 
are ambiguous in their feelings about uni¬ 
versities. They see universities as a burden 
on taxpayers, but they also want their 
children to go to university.” 

Reineberg pointed out that British 
Columbia has a low percentage compared 
to other provinces in participation rates at 
university. “Most people in this province 
don’t have the opportunity to send their 
kids to university.” 


Chief Dan George Theatre 
opens with Greek tragedy 

The classical Greek tragedy, Antigone, is the first production in the new Chief 
Dan George Theatre in the Phoenix Building. 

Directed by MFA student David Wilson, the play by Sophocles opens Feb. 
22 at 8 p.m. and runs through Feb. 26. Admission is free, with donations 
accepted. 

The 200-seat George Theatre with its thrust stage puts the audience a few 
feet away from the on-stage action and is a “lovely space” for such a produc¬ 
tion says Wilson, a school teacher for 15 years before returning to university. 

“It presents problems because most of the seating is on the sides, not in 
front. “The audience is all around and you must keep the actors moving to 
make sure one side is not left out.” 

For this full-length production, a mini-palette computer board is being 
used for the first time to program all lighting cues. “It’s a marvellous piece of 
equipment,” says Wilson. 

Wilson says the production is fairly faithful to the original and the theatre 
. is similar to the amphitheatre used in Sophocles’ time. The play was written 
in 441 B.C. and made Sophocles famous. 

“It is very much relevant to today,” says Wilson. “You have the theme of 
conscience versus duty to the state, of personal morality versus state moral¬ 
ity. In the 1960s it was popular as a political play.” 

The play is the story of Antigone, daughter of Oedipus, a god-filled woman 
who is confronted by the full force of the state in the person of Creon, the king. 

Creon becomes king following the deaths of Oedipus’ two sons, slain by 
each other’s hands. In order to set an example to the citizens of Thebes, Creon 
gives burial rights to one son who died defending the city but refuses them to 
the other who had joined in the attack on the city. 

Despite Creon’s edict, Antigone is determined to give her brother a proper 
burial. The nature of piety and devotion are explored in the play. “Love, piety, 
spirituality and dedication to duty, when carried to the utmost, make for very 
difficult human beings,” says Wilson. 

The set, designed by MFA student Paul Mears, features a series of risers on 
which most of the action takes place, with a backdrop of slabs designed to 
suggest the outline of a castle. 

The 21-member cast includes a six-person chorus who will perform, at 
times, with masks. 

Jeanette Hazeldon plays Antigone in the production with David Dossor as 
Creon. Jean-Marc Morin is the blind prophet Teiresias. Others in the cast 
include Marlene Clark, Timothy O’Gorman, Jennifer Madli Langley, Mears, 
Tom Grauwiler, Christopher Wilson, Ross Desprez, Ken Sly, Verlie Bur¬ 
roughs, Barb Kelly, Elliott Smith, Doug McLeod, Jon Garland, Mary Riley, 
Lori Lewis, Marigold Edwards, Sharon Heath and Rob Lickers.

Joel Chadabe, guest artist in the School of 
Music, presents a free lecture-performance 
Feb. 22, at 4 p.m. in the Recital Hall of the 
Music Building. 

Chadabe composes for a portable com¬ 
puter system and performs with it in con¬ 
certs and installations. 

Current concert pieces and installations 
include Solo, performed with proximity- 
sensitive antennas; Scenes from Stevens, 
after poems by Wallace Stevens; Rhythms, 
for computer and percussion; and Play¬ 
things, an installation designed for presen¬ 
tation in an open space in which passers by 
are invited to “conduct” the computer 
using proximity-sensitive antennas. 

Chadabe has recently performed at 
Hartford Civic Center (Hartford, Connecti¬ 
cut), UNESCO Workshop in Computer 
Music (Aarhus, Denmark), The Kitchen 
(New York City), New Music Concerts 
(Toronto), Mills College (Oakland, Califor¬ 
nia), The Landmark Center (St. Paul, Min¬ 
nesota), Real Art Ways (Hartford, 
Connecticut), Paula Cooper Gallery (New 
York City), Albright-Knox Gallery (Buf¬ 
falo, New York), Walker Art Center (Min¬ 
neapolis, Minnesota), Meet the Moderns 


(New, York City), IRC AM (Paris), and Le 
Palais des Beaux Arts (Brussels). 

During his visit to UVic, Chadabe will 
also present a seminar Feb. 23, at 2:30 p.m. 
The seminar, which is also free and open to 
the public, takes place in room B120 of the 
Music Building. 

A native of New York City, Chadabe 
studied with Elliott Carter at Yale Univer¬ 
sity and afterwards in Europe. His music is 
published by Carl Fischer, Inc. and 
recorded on Opus One, CP2, Folkways, and 
Lovely Music/Vital Records labels. He has 
received fellowships and grants from the 
Ford Foundation, Rockefeller Foundation, 
CAPS, and the National Endowment for 
the Arts. His description of the technology 
of synthesizers appears in The Develop¬ 
ment and Practice of Electronic Music, and 
articles on various aspects of electronic 
and computer music have appeared in 
magazines such as Perspectives of New 
Music, Electronic Music Review, 
Melos, Musique en Jeu, and Computer 
Music Journal. He established the Elec¬ 
tronic Music Studio at State University of 
New York at Albany in 1966 and has since 
then been its director.

Ton Hartsuiker, a visiting Lansdowne 
Scholar in the School of Music, is featured 
in a piano recital Feb. 26 at 8 p.m. in the 
Recital Hall of the Music Building. 

Hartsuiker is a leading authority of con¬ 
temporary piano literature and has per¬ 
formed as a soloist with many European 
orchestras. He is dedicated to the perfor¬ 
mance of new music, and has premiered a 
number of compositions, including works 
by John Cage, Morton Feldman, Luciano 
Berio, and Bo Nilsson. In 1963, Hartsuiker 
was a Drize winner of the first “Gaudea- 
mus” competition, and, for the past 10 
years, has hosted a weekly Dutch radio 
program entitled Musica Nova. 

Formerly professor piano at the conser¬ 
vatories of Amsterdam and Rotterdam, 
The Netherlands, Hartsuiker is now the 
Director of the Utrechts Conservatorium, 
with which the UVic School of Music 
enjoys an affiliation. 

The program for this special event in 


the School’s Spring concert series is 
divided into two categories: “Dutch Music” 
and “International Music.” In the former 
category, Hartsuiker will perform Sonate , 
written in 1930 by William Pijper; Sonatine 
(in memoriam Pijper) by Kees van Baaren; 
Drei Nachtstucke, a work written by Hans 
van Sweeden in 1958 and dedicated to 
Hartsuiker; Strides, by Theo Loevendi; and 
Anathema, by Peter Schat. The second 
half of the program, “International 
Music,” includes Quantitaten, by Bo Nils¬ 
son; Piano Piece, by Morton Feldman, Le 
Courlis cendre (from Catalogue d’Oi- 
seaux ), by Olivier Messiaen, and Cangi- 
anti, by Niccolo Castiglioni.

1981. 

He is president of Willis Cunliffe 
Tait/DeLCan and a professional 
engineer. Positions he has held 
include president of the Associa¬ 
tion of Consulting Engineers of 
Canada, president of the Canadian 
Technical Asphalt Association and 
chairman of the Victoria Branch of 
the Association of Professional 
Engineers of B.C. 

He is a member of the Engineer¬ 
ing Institute of Canada, the Roads 
and Transportation Association of 
Canada and the Construction

DTUC five-year plan

Williams to resign 
DTUC post 


The formation of a steering committee to 
evaluate David Thompson University Cen¬ 
tre’s (DTUC) Five Year Plan has been 
announced by UVic President Dr. Howard 
Petch. 

DTUC was established in 1977 in Nel¬ 
son, B.C. with the implementation of legis¬ 
lation restructuring the former Notre 
Dame University and providing students 
with courses leading to university degrees 
in Fine Arts, Education and Arts and 
Sciences, as well as college level courses. 

The Five Year Plan, endorsed in princi¬ 
ple by Education Minister Brian Smith in 
July, 1980, requires that an overall evalua¬ 
tion be conducted in the fourth year of the 
plan’s operation, which begins in July, 
1982. 

Members of the steering committee 
include Andy Soles, Assistant Deputy Min¬ 
ister of the Ministry of Universities, 
Science and Communications; Dr. Grant 
Fisher, Assistant Deputy Minister of Post- 
Secondary Education in the Ministry of 
Education; Donald Couch, Executive 
Director of the Academic Council; Dr. 
Monique Layton, Academic Officer, Uni¬ 
versities Council of British Columbia; Leo 
Perra, Principal, Selkirk College, and Dr. 
Glen Farrell, Director of Extension at 
UVic. 

Non-UVic members were appointed to 
the committee by their various institutions 
or government agencies. 


A natural decline in enrolment of first-year 
students at UVic would mean that enrol¬ 
ment limits in the Faculty of Arts and 
Science would not have to be imposed for 
several years, according to President Dr. 
Howard Petch. 

“We may solve our size problem demo- 
graphically,” said Petch in a recent 
interview. 

“The number of high school graduates 
begins to drop off in the next few years and 
unless there is a large increase in the uni¬ 
versity participation rate, we should expe¬ 
rience a natural decline in first-year 
enrolment over the next few years.” 

Petch said enrolment limitations in Arts 
and Science are not planned for 1982-83. 

Implementation of limitations in enrol¬ 
ment could occur in a year or two, he said. 

He has asked all departments on cam¬ 
pus to consider the size they would like to be 
within a university of about 10,000 (full¬ 
time equivalent) students. 

“Our projections indicate that by 1985- 
86 we will have about 8,300 full-time equi¬ 
valent students. With new programs such 
as engineering, we should reach 10,000 full¬ 
time equivalent students within about 10 
years.” 

Petch said while it is impossible to pre¬ 
dict what the situation might be like in the 
year 2000, “it is my impression that the 
university wants, to remain what I call a 
mid-size university. 

“If we are approaching our ultimate size 


In July, 1980, a Mission Statement and 
a Five Year Program Plan were developed 
by UVic and Selkirk College and a division 
of responsibilities between the two institu¬ 
tions was agreed upon. UVic responsibili¬ 
ties include the development of third and 
fourth year Fine Arts and General Arts pro¬ 
gram, all Education programs and all 
graduate programs. Selkirk College 
responsibilities include college diploma 
and certificate programs and first and 
second year university transfer programs. 
As well, Selkirk College is charged with 
responsibility for operation of the physical 
plant. Summer School and Extension pro¬ 
grams are shared in accordance with the 
level of responsibility fd? each course area. 

The Director of DTUC is appointed by 
UVic and is responsible for the day-to-day 
management of programs at the Centre. 
His is seconded to Selkirk College for man¬ 
agement of programs at the college level. 
The current director is Dr. Dick Williams 
(Education). (See story this page.) 

Fifty courses are being offered at DTUC 
during the 1981-82 academic year, with 32 
of these in Education, 14 in Fine Arts and 
four in the liberal arts. A major Summer 
School program was started in 1981 with 
both UVic and Selkirk participating. Reg¬ 
istration of 250 students was reached and 
an additional 3,000 visitors attended var¬ 
ious concerts, theatre and other events. 


over the next five or 10 years, it is better to 
plan now for as well-rounded a university 
as possible. * . 

“That is why we are looking at limiting 
the intake in Arts and Science. We already 
limit the intake in other faculties. 

“If we continued to grow at the present 
rate, we would reach the size of the Univer¬ 
sity of British Columbia in about eight 
years. In my opinion, that’s much too large. 

“While the enrolment situation can 
never remain absolutely static, UVic would 
lose a lot by becoming such a large 
university.” 

Centre open soon? 

While the building itself is “more ox less 
ready for occupancy”, the new Faculty 
Club Centre will not open until early 
March, according to Dr. Reg Mitchell, 
chairman of the Club’s Board of Directors. 

“There has been a delay in completing 
the road to the new centre and in the diver¬ 
sion of a nearby stream,” explains 
Mitchell. 

The $1.2 million centre, in the woods 
between the Begbie Building and the new 
Phoenix Building, replaces the club’s cen¬ 
tre now located in a renovated, former 
army hut at McKenzie Ave. and Finnerty 
Rd. 

Mitchell said a firm moving date will be 
announced as soon as possible.

Dr. Dick Williams (Education) is returning 
to teaching and research at UVic July 1, 
after spending three years as UVic’s senior 
representative at David Thompson Univer¬ 
sity Centre (DTUC) in Nelson, the last two 
as director. x 

As director, Williams has responsibility 
for day-to-day management of all pro¬ 
grams at DTUC. The appointment is made 
by UVic’s Board of Governors and part of 
the director’s time is then seconded by Sel¬ 
kirk College, for administration of the Col¬ 
lege’s DTUC programs. (See story this 
page.) 

UVic’s DTUC programs are adminis¬ 
tered as part of UVic’s Extension Division 
under Extension director Dr. Glen Farrell. 

During Williams’ tenure, UVic has 
added a general Bachelor of Arts degree 
completion program, developed a rural 
teaching thrust in its Education programs 
at the graduate and undergratuate level, 
added degree completion in Creative Writ¬ 
ing to the Fine Arts curriculum, and has 
seen a 100 per cent increase in student 
enrolment at DTUC. 

Phase One of an upgrading program for 
buildings at DTUC was completed in 1978- 
79 with a $1 million renovation of residence 
facilities and Phase Two, estimated at $1.4 
million, has been approved by the Ministry 
of Education. This phase includes comple¬ 
tion of the residence complex, the addition 
of studio space for Fine Arts programs and 
creation of full access for handicapped stu¬ 
dents to areas currently inaccessible. 

Phase Three of the program, projected 
for 1985, would see the creation of a new 
library and performing arts complex at an 
estimated cost of $8 million. (Funding for 
DTUC’s renovation program is provided 
by the Ministry of Education through Sel¬ 
kirk College, which is responsible for main¬ 
tenance of DTUC’s physical plant.) 

“The directorship has been an excellent 
opportunity for me to cut my teeth in admi¬ 
nistrative duties,” says Williams. “I have 
gained a great appreciation of how services 
work and have become much more tolerant 
as a faculty member of other people’s 
problems. 

“I am eager to get back to teaching and 
research at UVic but I think other UVic 
faculty should seriously consider getting 
out to DTUC because of its unique teaching 
and research opportunities.” 

Added benefits to a period of teaching at 
DTUC are the availability of nearby hous¬ 
ing and the recreational opportunities 
available in summer and winter, says 
Williams. 

“Many DTUC faculty would like the 
experience of working at a larger institu¬ 
tion, and often arrangements can be made 
to trade accommodation in Nelson and Vic¬ 
toria. In the summer, there are the lakes 
and mountains for recreation and in win¬ 
ter, the skiing is fantastic.” 


Williams says the most satisfying part 
of his directorship has been in the quality 
of faculty that DTUC has been able to 
attract, which in turn has resulted in the 
quality of the UVic level courses being kept 
consistently high. 

“The major problem has been one of 
identity,” Williams adds. “There is nothing 
like DTUC anywhere else in the province. 
The faculty are trying to consolidate their 
own view of themselves, and not identify 
themselves as part of DTUC rather than its 
parent institution. 

“The government must now decitfe*- 
whether DTUC is a college within a univer¬ 
sity or a university within a college or 
something else again. 

“I hope that one of the things the 
recently appointed evaluation committee 
on DTUC will examine is the legislation 
that created DTUC to see if it is really 
sufficient.” 


Discovery Park 
for Castlegar? 

A DTUC Discovery Park? Not 
quite, but Dr. Dick Williams, the 
UVic-appointed director of David 
Thompson University Centre 
(DTUC) in Nelson has authored a 
proposal recently accepted in prin¬ 
ciple by Selkirk College for a West ^ 
Kootenay Discovery Park at Sel¬ 
kirk College. 

Williams notes in his report to 
Selkirk that there is a great deal of 
work required before a decision to 
proceed on the project can be 
reached. 

The government requires a com¬ 
mitment from at least two private 
research firms before giving fund¬ 
ing to projects of this type, he saya, 

Williams cites several advan- '.) 
tages to locating the park at the 
Castlegar campus of the college. 
Along with access to the college and" 
its faculty of highly trained tech¬ 
nologists, there is within the region 
an industrial base in mining and 
forestry, including Cominco and 
B.C. Timber, large coal fields 
within easy access in the East 
Kootenays, ready access to supplies 
of electricity and water and good 
transportation facilities.
